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President's  Message 


Dear  Alumni  and  Friends: 

Established  originally  in  1919  as  the  Springfield  division  of  Northeastern,  Western  New 
England  College  assumed  its  independent  status  in  1951.  It  has  been  50  years  since  we 
were  first  chartered  and  newly  named  as  Western  New  England  College.  In  these  first 
50  years  (1951-2001),  growth  has  been  robust.  As  we  celebrate  our  Golden  Anniver- 
sary, how  proud  we  can  all  be  to  be  associated  with  this  great  College. 
These  50  years  have  seen  breathtaking  change:  the  purchase  of  the  current  campus'  first  34 
acres  in  1956,  the  establishment  in  1957  of  the  first  full-time  day  program  at  the  College  (in 
engineering),  the  opening  of  our  first  building  (East  Building,  known  today  as  Emerson  Hall) 
in  1959  when  our  first  on-campus  classes  were  held,  the  addition  of  the  fijll-time  law  program 
in  1973,  the  expansion  of  ofl-campus  programs  offered  originally  for  the  military  in  1975 
(with  18  ofF-campus  sites  currently  throughout  Massachusetts),  enrollment  expansion  (with 
the  College  now  serving  over  5,000  students),  and  the  ongoing  innovative  and  substantial  aca- 
demic and  programmatic  developments  within  our  Schools  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Business, 
Engineering,  and  Law  (with  50  majors  and  programs  offered  currently  among  the  Schools). 

Growth  continues  up  pace.  In  1999  alone  we  saw  the  campus  expand  to  215  acres  through  yet  another  land 
purchase,  and  yet  another  innovative  facility  was  built,  the  LaRiviere  Residential  Living  and  Learning  Center. 
It  was  a  banner  year,  indeed,  marked  too  by  the  largest  number  of  undergraduate  applicants  to  the  C'ollege  in 
our  history. 

Now,  in  our  50th  year,  the  College  continues  to  experience  greater  levels  of  popularit\'  among  eager  and  bright 
applicants  seeking  admission.  Continued  implementation  of  the  College's  Strategic  Flan,  curricular  refinements, 
athletic  program  development,  and  facihties'  growth  according  to  the  College's  new  Facilities  Master  Plan  are  only 
a  few  of  the  College's  initiatives  and  future  directions  for  2001  and  beyond.  The  year  2001  will  see  the  comple- 
tion of  a  residential  townhouse  complex  for  students  in  their  senior  year  and  the  groundbreaking  for  a  new  build- 
ing on  Wilbraham  Road,  housing  Admissions  and  Continuing  Education. 

On  this  occasion  of  our  50th  Anniversary,  we  look  to  our  past  and  to  our  future  with  pride,  enthusiasm,  and 
with  gratitude.  We  think  of  the  alumni,  trustees,  friends,  faculty,  and  staff  of  the  College  who  built  our  strong  foun- 
dation in  the  Springfield-Northeastern  era  firom  1919  to  1951.  And  we  think  of  all  those — each  of  you — who 
were  and  are  a  part  of  the  first  50  pioneer  years  of  the  new  Western  New  England  College.  It  is  in  this  spirit  of 
recognition  and  acknowledgment  that  on  May  20,  2001,  in  the  year  of  our  50th  Anniversary,  the  College  will 
award  the  honorary  Western  New  England  College  baccalaureate  degree  to  alumni  holding  Northeastern  bach- 
elor's degrees.The  College  will  also  award  the  honorary  Western  New  England  College  J.D.  degree  to  the  School 
of  Law  graduates  holding  the  Northeastern  LL.B.  degree.  These  men  and  women  represent  an  important  chapter 
in  our  history,  and  while  they  have  always  been  considered  alumni  of  this  College,  their  being  honored  in  this  way 
will  fiarther  strengthen  the  bond  they  feel  with  the  College. 

The  year  1951  saw  the  end  of  the  Springfield-Northeastern  era  begun  in  1919.  The  year  2001  marks  our  50th 
year  as  Western  New  England  College.  These  are  milestone  dates  in  our  history.  I  hope  that  wherever  you  may 
be,  near  or  far,  you  will  celebrate  with  us  and  share  in  the  spirit  of  our  outstanding  past  and  our  hopeful  and  bright 
future.  More  importantly,  I  ask  that  you  stand  shoulder-to-shoulder  with  us  at  the  College,  supporting  the  Col- 
lege in  every  way,  as  we  endeavor  to  make  the  next  50  years  as  remarkable  as  the  first.

The  Changing 
View  from 
the  Top 

CHANGE.  It's  the  one  constant  in 
the  life  of  a  CEO.  How  corporate 
heads  weather  change  in  their 
industry  and  in  their  careers  can 
define  a  true  leader  in  an  age  of 
mega-mergers  and  accelerated 
technological  evolution.  In  this 
issue  of  the  Alumni  Communicator, 
we  profile  some  of  our  many  alum- 
ni CEOs  to  learn  how  they  have 
used  their  vision  to  turn  obstacles 
into  opportunities  for  their  organi- 
zations and  themselves. 


For  C.  William  "Bill"  Kaman  II 
'74,  being  born  into  a  corporate 
dynasty  wasn't  the  welcome  leg 
up  the  ladder  others  may  have 
envied.  Being  the  son  of  a  multi- 
industry  legend  made  finding  success  on 
his  own  terms  a  goal  that  has  taken  him 
on  an  unusual  journey  from  his  own 
first  love — music — back  to  his  father's — 
aviation.  Surprisingly,  Bill  couldn't  be 
happier. 

Bill  is  the  eldest  son  of  Charles  H. 
Kaman,  a  pioneer  in  rotary  wing  flight, 
developer  of  Kaman  Helicopters,  and 
head  of  an  aircraft  parts  and  music  instru- 
ment distribution  empire.  Founded  in 
1945  when  Charles  left  Hamilton  Stan- 
dard (Sundstrand)  to  pursue  his  own 
interest  in  servo-flap  aerodynamics, 
Kaman  Corporation  is  now  a  Fortune 
500,  billion  dollar  company.  Bill  Kaman  is 
a  member  of  its  board  of  directors. 

After  25  years  in  the  family  business 
and  13  as  the  CEO  and  president  of  one 
of  its  divisions.  Bill  left  Kaman  to  head 
his  own  entrepreneurial  venture.  In 
1998,  he  bought  one  of  Kaman's  hold- 
ings, AirKaman,  an  aircraft  fueling, 
servicing,  and  maintenance  company, 
operating  at  two  airfields  in  Jacksonville, 
FL.  With  hangars  and  its  own  terminal, 
AirKaman  serves  commercial,  corporate, 
and  private  plane  operators  with  hangar 
space  maintenance,  ground  handling  ser- 
vices, transportation,  and  pilot  amenities. 
In  his  two  years  at  the  helm,  Bill  has 
already  grown  the  business  45  percent. 

Bill  was  involved  in  his  family's 
music  enterprise  from  an  early  age, 
working  in  high  school  at  Kaman  Music 
Corporation  of  Bloomfield,  CT,  pro- 
ducer of  Ovation  guitars.  The  diversifi- 
cation from  making  helicopters  to  gui- 
tars was  an  outgrowth  of  his  fathers 
music  hobby.  His  application  of  engi- 
neering principles  used  to  make  heli- 
copters gave  the  round-back  guitars  an 
acoustically  superior  sound. 

A  musician  and  guitar  collector  him- 
self. Bill  grew  up  around  the  music  busi- 
ness where  meeting  rock,  pop,  and 
country  musicians  was  common  place. 


His  office  walls  still  include  photos  with 
such  stars  as  the  Doobie  Brothers,  Jon 
Bon  Jovi,  Vince  Gill,  Glen  Campbell, 
Steve  Sutton,  and  Melissa  Etheridge. 

Before  Bill  set  foot  on  the  Western 
New  England  College  campus  in  1970 
as  an  economics  major,  his  future  at 
Kaman  Music  was  predetermined.  "I 
was  always  working  in  the  guitar  facto- 
ry during  breaks  in  high  school  and  col- 
lege. I  chose  to  study  at  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  and  major  in  eco- 
nomics over  management  because  it 
seemed  more  interesting.  Of  course, 
once  you  graduate  you  realize  all  you  do 
is  management,"  he  recalled. 

Bill  joined  Kaman  Music  full-time 
the  day  after  graduation.  Like  many  peo- 
ple in  his  position,  finding  one's  own

identity  in  a  family-owned  corporation 
was  a  challenge  for  the  highly  indepen- 
dent Bill.  "It's  never  a  level  playing  field," 
he  says.  "It's  never  easy.  There  are  some 
things  that  are  a  lot  easier  to  get  done 
because  ot  who  you  are,  but  the  bar  they 
measure  you  by  is  never  the  same  one 
they  use  to  measure  someone  with  a  dif- 
ferent last  name.  It's  a  double-edged 
sword,  so  you  just  do  the  best  you  can." 

When  asked  what  advice  he'd  give 
other  children  considering  entering  their 
parent's  business,  he  said,  "Leave."  Joking 
aside,  he  offers  this  advice,  "The  most 
important  thing  is  to  establish  the  ground 
rules  of  working  within  the  family  envi- 


ronment— What  decisions  am  I  going  to 
be  allowed  to  make?  What  decisions  do  I 
pass  up  and  let  the  higher-ups  make?  And 
at  what  accomplishment  level  does  this 
pass  to  me? — And  then  make  sure  it  hap- 
pens at  those  levels." 

HIGHER  GROUND 

The  torch  was  passed  to  Bill  in  1985 
when  he  became  the  CEO  and  president 
of  Kaman  Music.  He  faced  the  daunting 
task  of  turning  the  struggling  company 
around.  And  he  did.  His  first  order  of 
business  was  to  build  his  own  manage- 
ment team.  "It  was  a  40  million  dollar 
company  losing  money,  so  I  picked  it  up 
and  we  consolidated  things.  The  biggest 
thing  was  getting  the  people  to  work 
together  as  a  team — that's 
what  I  attribute  all  the  suc- 
cess to.  I  got  them  working 
together,  and  inside  of  13 
years  we  were  up  to  $140 
million. 

Expecting  to  spend  his 
^  ^     entire  career  in  music,  Bill 
^  "  found  himself  at  a  cross- 

roads m  his  mid-forties. 
AirKaman,  one  of  the  sev- 
eral subsidiaries  he  was 
overseeing,  was  showing 
need  of  greater  involve- 
to  AirKaman  '"ent  on  his  part,  but  more 
importantly,  his  interests 
were  changing.  He  recalls, 
"I  had  done  music  for  25  years.  The 
music  you  heard  on  the  radio  was 
changing.  I  didn't  really  like  where  it  was 
going  and  inevitably  you  just  get  old.  I'm 
in  my  late  forties. Your  basic  customer  is 
a  teenager.  When  I  was  in  my  thirties  I 
could  relate  to  the  teenager,  now  that 
I'm  in  my  forties,  I  find  I  have  more  dif- 
ficulty doing  so.  1  was  finding  I  was  not 
really  in  touch  with  the  customer  and  I 
was  getting  to  a  place  where  I  didn't 
want  to  be." 

Bill  was  also  sensing  a  change  in  the 
culture  of  Kaman  Corporation.  He 
relates  what  he  saw  to  a  book  tided, 
Ariiiti,   Craftsiiicii,  aud  Tccliiiocrats:  the 
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Dreams,  Realities  and  Illusiom  of  Leader- 
ship by  Patricia  C.  Pitcher  (Stoddart 
1995).  Bill  says  the  book  describes  the 
bfecycles  of  some  companies  as  "Start- 
ing with  a  vision  from  the  artist  that  is 
put  together  and  carried  out  by  crafts- 
men, and  then  the  technocrats  come 
in  and  want  to  control  all  the  minutia 
from  a  financial  point  of  view  and 
strangle  companies.  That's  what  I  saw 
happening  at  Kaman,"  he  said. 

Bill  advises,  "The  important  thing 
is  to  be  flexible.  When  something 
gets  to  be  where  it's  not  right  and  it's 
not  working,  you  might  want  to  bang 
your  head  against  the  wall  for  a  little 
while  in  the  hope  that  it  will  change, 
but  not  for  too  long.  You"ve  got  be 
able  to  assess  your  situation  and  when 
it  isn't  right,  don't  be  afraid  to  make 
a  change." 

A  CHANGE  FOR  THE  WEATHER 

When  Kaman  Corporation  decided  to 
divest  itself  of  AirKaman.  Bill  saw  it  as 
the  challenge  he  needed.  The  fict  that 
he  could  play  golf  or  cruise  in  one  of 
his  vintage  Cadillac  convertibles  12 
months  a  year  in  Florida  didn  t  hurt 
either.  He  left  the  music  business 
behind  and  headed  with  his  wife, 
Loraine,  to  Florida. 

He  adds,  "The  challenge  that  I 
like  about  this  job  is  being  successful 
at  something  that  wasn't  my  first 
love.  My  recommendation  to  people 
who  have  blind  passions  that  they 
would  like  to  make  their  life's  work, 
would  be,  don't.  Keep  it  as  a  hobby, 
because  that  way,  you'U  have  two 
things  you're  interested  in.  Of  course 
I  didn't  take  my  own  advice.  I  fol- 
lowed my  passion  and  went  into 
music." 

Bill  says  he  feels,  "T^vinges  from 
time  to  rime  about  leaving  the  music 
business."  But  when  he's  driving 
home  from  the  golf  course  m  January- 
with  the  top  down  on  his  Cadillac,  he 
has  few  regrets.  ^Vi

Banking  On  a  Home  Advantage 


The  "Big  Bank"  mergers  ha\e 
been  big  news  in  western  Mass- 
achusetts, bringing  greater 
comperirion  for  consumer  and 
corporate  business.  Alumnus 
Don  Williams  G'74.  CEO  and  president 
of  Westfield  Bank,  is  among  the  leaders 
of  the  locallv  based  banking  communit\- 


riding  out  the  wa\"e  of  new  arrivals.  In  the 
face  of  heightened  comperirion,  Williams' 
steady  leadership  and  customer  focus  has 
given  Westfield  Bank  a  home  advantage. 

Don  Williams  began  his  career  not  in 
banking,  but  in  the  accounting  depart- 
ment at  General  Motors.  Moving  to 
western  Massachusetts,  the  Northeast- 
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era  University  graduate  went  into  bank- 
ing where  he  soon  reahzed  a  graduate 
degree  and  management  training  would 
be  needed  to  advance  his  career.  With  a 
young  family  to  support,  he  found  the 
evening  M.B.A.  Program  at  the  Western 
New  England  College  School  ot  Busi- 
ness the  ideal  choice  to  further  his  edu- 
cation while  working  tuU-time. 

"The  concentration  I  chose  had  an 
emphasis  on  accounting.  That  helped  a 
great  deal  in  banking,  even  though  I  was 
working  on  the  loan  side  at  the  time. 
You  needed  to  be  able  to  read  state- 
ments to  make  loan  decisions.  It  was  a 
good  program." 


Williams'  banking  acumen  went 
beyond  his  ability  to  read  financial  state- 
ments; he  could  read  people  and  recog- 
nized that  staying  attuned  to  the  cus- 
tomer was  what  successful  local  banking 
was  all  about.  In  1983  he  was  named 
president  of  what  was  then  Westfield 
Savings  Bank,  and  in  1987  he  became  its 
Chief  Executive  Officer.  Today,  the  148- 
year  old  institution  has  assets  exceeding 
$600  million  and  eight  locations  on 
both  sides  of  the  Connecticut  River. 

Active  in  the  community,  Williams  is 
chairman  of  the  board  of  Noble  Hospital 
and  Noble  Health  Systems.  He  was 
recently  re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  Bankers'  Bank  Northeast.  He  is  a 
trustee  of  Elms  College  in  Chicopee, 
MA,  and  director  of  the  Westfield  State 
College  Foundation.  He  has  recently 
pledged  a  $10,000  gift  from  Westfield 
Bank  to  the  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege School  of  Business. 

What  does  it  take  to  lead  a  small, 
local  bank  in  these  turbulent  times? 


Williams  says,  "To  be  a  leader,  you  have 
to  stay  focused  and  have  an  idea  of 
where  you  want  the  institution  to  go. 
Once  you  have  that  vision,  you  need  to 
be  able  to  sell  the  idea  so  that  everyone 
in  the  organization  buys  into  it." 

Williams  sees  the  bank's  staff  as  its 
greatest  resource  and  empowers  his  man- 
agers to  work  to  their  potential.  He  says, 
"You  have  to  let  your  managers  manage. 
When  we  sit  down  to  review  the  strate- 
gic plan  and  put  together  a  budget, 
everyone  really  has  a  lot  to  say  about  the 
process.  When  we  all  agree  on  a  direc- 
tion, we  just  let  everyone  set  out  to 
accomplish  what  we  have  agreed  to  do." 


Listening  to  the  customer  and  devel- 
oping products  accordingly  has  helped 
Williams  grow  the  bank's  offering  and 
expand  into  new  markets  in  East  Long- 
meadow,  MA,  and  downtown  Springfield. 

Customer  focus  tempered  by  a  realis- 
tic view  of  the  bank's  strengths  drives 
Williams'  decision  making.  He  says, 
"Every  year  we  do  surveys  and  talk  to 
our  customers  to  see  what  products  and 
services  they're  looking  for.  Hopefully, 
we  can  deHver  them  cost-effectively. 
With  our  capital  and  our  size,  there  are 
areas  where  we  can't  compete  with  larg- 
er banks,  so  we're  not  going  to  try  to  be 
everything  to  everybody.  We  have  a  New 
Product  Committee  made  up  of  branch 
managers  and  loan  people  who  help  us 
stay  on  top  of  our  customers'  needs." 

Technology,  such  as  on-line  banking 
and  an  ATM  coop  program  have  helped 
make  Westfield's  services  competitive. 
However,  Williams  feels  technology  that 
creates  too  many  layers  between  the  cus- 
tomer and  bank  personnel  is  counter- 


productive. Williams  offers,  "Technology 
is  a  great  thing.  You  have  to  have  it  to 
compete.  It's  great  as  long  as  you  don't 
have  a  problem  and  need  to  talk  to  a  real 
person  instead  of  a  machine.  We  make 
sure  our  people  are  educated  about  what 
we  are  trying  to  do  so  they  can  solve  a 
customer's  problem  c|uickly." 

Greater  competition  in  the  market- 
place has  been  the  impetus  for  growth, 
not  stagnation,  at  Westfield  Bank. 
Looking  back  at  the  bank's  strategy, 
Williams  recalled, "We  were  very  strong 
in  the  markets  we  served,  but  we  real- 
ized five  or  six  years  ago  when  we 
wrote  our  strategic  plan  that  we  would 
need  a  presence  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Connecticut  River  to  remain  competi- 
tive. Our  new  East  Longmeadow  and 
downtown  locations  have  been  a  very 
good  fit  for  us." 

Williams  has  turned  the  challenge  of 
greater  competition  into  opportunities 
for  expansion.  In  2001,  the  bank  will 
open  two  more  locations,  properties 
made  available  as  the  larger  banks  have 
consolidated  branches.  For  Williams  and 
his  customers,  a  little  competition  has 
proven  to  be  a  very  good  thing.  LVi

Generation."  people  feeling 
the  squeeze  of  caring  for 
both  young  children  and 
elderly  parents,  know  how  important 
home  health  services  can  be  in  keeping 
It  all  together.  Despite  the  growing  aging 
population.  go\ernment  cutbacks, 
spurred  by  the  Balanced  Budget  Act, 
have  made  getting  and  paying  for  those 
services  more  difficult  than  ever.  As 
CEO  ot  the  Visiting  Nurse  Services 
(VNS)  of  Western  Massachusetts,  Phyllis 
Capers  is  dedicated  to  maintaining  a 
high  level  of  patient  care. 

In  nearly  30  years  as  head  of  VNS. 
Capers  says  she  has  seen  good  times  and 
bad,  but  the  current  climate  is  by  far  the 
most  challenging.  Since  1996,  the  VNS 
workforce  has  been  reduced  from  45( )  to 
150.  Many  of  her  key  administrators  ha\  e 
taken  pay  cuts. "Clearly,"  says  Capers,"riiey"re 
not  wtirking  here  for  the  paycheck." 


Red  tape  and  the  tedious  reimburse- 
ment process  make  maintaining  cash  flow 
mission  critical  for  the  VNS.  "Reimburse- 
ment is  critical  to  our  business  today.  The 
challenge  is,  'How  do  we  continue  to 
provide  quality'  care  to  people  in  their 
homes  and  do  it  efFecti\'ely  when  the 
restraints  imposed  by  the  regulations  in 
reimbursement  just  don't  allow  us  to  do 
what  we  used  to  do?'  On  the  Federal  and 
state  levels  there  are  arbitrary  cutbacks 
without  any  master  planning.  We're  Uving 
with  constant  changes  that  are  not  only 
difficult  for  the  staffi  but  extremely  diffi- 
cult for  the  patients."  says  Capers. 


As  a  nurse  first  and  foremost.  Capers' 
primary  concern  is  the  patient.  She  began 
her  career  in  nursing  after  earning  a 
B.S.R.N.  from  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts. While  she  enjoyed  her  work  as  a 
nurse  in  community'  health,  a  promotion 
into  a  supervisory  position  led  her  down 
a  new  career  path.  She  recalls,  "Manage- 
ment was  attractive  because  I  thought  I 
could  make  a  difference  in  a  broader  way, 
but  I  didn't  ha\e  management  skills.  How 
to  read  a  financial  statement  is  not  some- 
thing you  learn  in  nursing  school."  She 
decided  to  enroll  in  the  M.B.A.  Program 
at  Western  New  England  College  to  gain 
the  business  skills  she  would  need  as  a 
he.ilth  care  administrator. 

Says  Capers,  "One  of  the  advantages 
ot  Western  New  England  College  is  that 
It  accommodates  adult  students  that 
need  to  work.  Another  benefit  of  the 
part-time  educational  process  is  the 
opportunit}^  to  go  back  to  your  place  of 
employment  and  test  out  the  theory  that 
you're  learning  so  you  can  come  back  to 
class  and  even  challenge  it." 

After  receiving  her  M.B.A. ,  Capers 
went  on  to  earn  a  doctorate  degree  in 
Educational  Organizational  Develop- 
ment. She  says.  "My  education  gave  me 
the  skills  and  understanding  tbr  working 
in  an  environment  that  is  fragmented 
and  very  volatile.  It  helps  one  under- 
stand what's  going  on  better  and  it  helps 
in  understanding  people."  She  added, 
"You  have  to  listen  to  your  staff,  because 
otherwise  you  defeat  the  purpose  of 
what  the  CEO  position  is  all  about. You 
can't  possibly  have  all  the  answers  in  this 
day  and  age  to  run  an  organization,  you 
need  to  have  good  people  to  help  you 
find  solutions."  iVi

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Re-inventing  a  Profit  Center 


When  it  comes  to  re-inventing  a 
company's  profit  center,  it  pays  to 
liave  an  engineer  at  the  hehii. 
John  Brennan,  a  1971  graduate  ot 
the  School  of  Engineering,  is  taking  a  proac- 
tive stance  in  a  competitive  marketplace  to 
carve  out  a  new  niche  for  Valve  Systems  & 
Controls  Inc. 

With  locations  in  Houston  and  Baton 
Rouge,  Valve  Systems  &  Controls  Inc.  is  a  dis- 
tributor of  valves,  actuators,  and  valve  control 
systems  used  in  oil  and  gas  drilling  and  produc- 
tion, and  in  refineries,  or  chemical  and  pov^er 
plants.  Annual  sales  for  the  corporation  of  32 
employees  is  $45  million.  Brennan  has  been 
president  and  CEO  of  the  firm  since  1997 
when  he  bought  it  fi-om  Crane  Corporation. 

"Our  primary  market  is  Texas,  Louisiana,  and 
the  Gulf  Coast  because  of  the  heavy  concentra- 
tion of  the  energy  business  in  Houston,  but  we 
send  our  projects  all  over  the  world.  About  70 
percent  of  our  business  is  shipped  outside  the 
U.S.  and  exported  to  the  Middle  East,  West 
Afi^ica,  and  Venezuela." 

Brennan's  rise  to  his  present  position  was 
fueled  by  his  technical  expertise  and  business 
savvy  gained  from  working  in  a  variety  of 
functions  within  the  organization.  His  engi- 
neering education  has  been  an  advantage 
along  the  way. 

Says  Brennan,  "The  engineering  back- 
ground gives  you  a  real  awareness  and  better 
understanding  of  the  technology.  It  creates  a 
confidence  level  with  the  customers  when  they 
know  the  president  of  the  company  under- 
stands the  technology  behind  what  the  compa- 
ny is  presenting.  Because,  after  all,  you're  really 
selling  yourself  and  the  company." 

A  native  of  Albany,  NY,  Brennan  was 
attracted  to  Western  New  England 
College  by  the  reputation  of  its  School  of 
Engineering.  He  began  his  career  as  an  engi- 
neer working  for  fellow  alumnus  Robert 
Bruno's  ('69)  family's  business  back  in  Albany. 
A  few  years  afi:er  graduation,  he  jumped  fi-om 


engineering  to  sales  for  Valve  Systems,  then 
based  in  New  Jersey.  Brennan  and  his  family 
relocated  around  the  country  as  he  moved  up 
the  Valve  Systems  ladder.  After  a  brief  stint  with 
a  competitor  in  the  mid- 1 990s,  he  was  asked  to 
return  as  president.  Brennan  negotiated  a  buy 
out  instead. 

Taking  a  hard  look  at  the  company's 
strengths  and  future  potential,  Brennan  saw  a 
need  to  move  the  profit  center  away  from 
supplying  equipment  to  offering  turnkey  sys- 
tem solutions. 

"Our  market  is  changing.  The  products  by 
themselves  have  become  commodities  so  the 
margins  are  reduced  considerably.  We're  now 
providing  fiall  turnkey  systems:  software,  hard- 
ware, equipment,  valves  actuators,  transmitters, 
and  the  engineering,  installation,  tech  support, 
and  training.  When  I  came  back  to  Valve  Sys- 
tems, we  were  doing  that  with  one  customer 
and  I  thought  'maybe  we  have  something  here.' 

"\  don't  know  if  I  ever  set  a  goal  to  be  presi- 
dent, but  did  know  I  wanted  to  be  in  that 
upper  circle.  And  I  knew  that  since  I  was  1 2"

So  we  formalized  a  package  we  can  seO  to  other 
customers.  Their  reaction  has  been,  'That's  just 
what  we  needed!'" 

Brennan's  vision  for  his  business  stems  from 
always  knowing  where  he  wanted  to  be.  For 
others  looking  to  make  it  to  the  top  of  their 
professions  he  made  this  recommendation, 
"Have  a  real  goal,  'a  stretch  goal,'  and  know 
what  you  want  to  do.  I'm  a  big  believer  in  a 
book  based  on  the  principles  of  Jack  Welch, 
Control  Your  Own  Destiny  or  Someone  Else  Will 
(Harpers  Business  2000).  Don't  just  sit  hack 
and  hope  things  work  out.  Know  what  you 
want  and  work  toward  that  goal."  kVi

of  Tomorrow 

A  collaboration  of  the  Affiliated  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  of  Greater  Springfield 
and  Western  New  England  College  since 
1978,  the  Springfield  Leadership  Insti- 
tute is  in  the  business  of  educating  cor- 
porate, government,  and  non-profit 
heads  for  leadership  positions  in  com- 
munity organizations.  The  program  has 
graduated  over  750  men  and  women  in 
preparation  for  positions  on  the  board 
of  directors  of  civic  and  charitable  orga- 
nizations. 

The  Institute  targets  individuals  who 
serve — or  expect  to  serve — in  key  roles 
in  volunteer-run  organizations.  Those 
sponsored  for  the  Leadership  Institute 
should  be  mid-  to  upper-level  managers 
with  the  potential  to  make  an  impact  on 
their  organization  and  the  community. 
The  Institute  welcomes  participants 
regardless  of  their  experience  or  spon- 
sorship. Participants  must  have  a  gen- 
uine interest  in  volunteerism  in  Greater 
Springfield  and  must  be  willing  to  make 
the  commitment  to  serve  for  at  least 
one  year  in  a  leadership  position  for  a 
community  organization  following 
graduation  from  the  Institute. 

Participants  are  typically  recom- 
mended by  the  employers,  who  fre- 
quently sponsor  the  $799  cost  of  tuition. 

At  the  Institute,  community  leaders 
and  Western  New  England  College  pro- 
fessors of  management  led  by  the 
department's  chair.  Dr.  Anthony  Chelte, 
take  participants  through  seven  ses- 
sions exploring  leadership  issues  and 
the  tools  for  effective  leadership  in  vol- 
unteer settings. 

With  networking  as  a  valuable  compo- 
nent of  the  program,  word  of  mouth 
among  its  participants  is  fostering  inter- 
est among  area  professionals.  Says  Pro- 
fessor Chelte,  "We've  reorganized  the 
program  and  have  seen  more  interest  in 
it  from  the  community.  We  try  to  limit 
class  size  to  a  manageable  30,  so  we're 
now  considering  adding  a  second  session 
in  the  winter."

Lessons  in  Management 
Last  a  Lifetime

Owner/Executive  Vice  President,  Richco  Products,  Inc. 


Ken  Stratton  will  be  the  first  to  tell 
you  he  came  to  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  lacking  direction. 
Through  the  guidance  of  faculty 
members  at  the  School  of  Business, 
he  tound  he  had  the  ability  to  succeed  once 
he  learned  to  apply  himself.  The  lessons  he 
learned  at  the  College  have  remained  with 
him  throughout  his  career.  Today,  Stratton  is 
owner  and  executive  vice  president  of  Rich- 
co Products,  Inc.,  a  Springfield-based  cleaning 
supply  manufacturer  and  distributor  posting 
S3  million  in  annual  sales.  His  son,  Russell 
Stratton  '88,  is  also  an  alumnus. 

College  was  not  high  on  Stratton's  prior- 
ity hst  as  a  young  man.  Losing  his  father  at 
13,  he  had  learned  to  juggle  many  jobs  early 
on  in  life  to  help  support  his  family.  When 
friends  enrolled  at  Western  New  England 
College,  Stratton  went  along  with  the 
crowd,  getting  financial  aid  fi"om  the  War 
Orphans  Act  and  a  strong  warning  fi-om 
then  dean  of  students,  Andrew  Mulcahy  Jr.. 


that  he'd  better  keep  his  grades  up  if  he 
wanted  to  succeed. 

EnroUing  in  what  would  have  been 
the  first  class  of  the  day  division.  Stratton 
got  a  hard  lesson  in  being  prepared  the 
very  first  week.  He  recalled,  "Professor 
Murphy  just  looked  at  me  and  said, 
"Young  man,  you  have  an  awful  lot  of 
potential,  but  you're  a  goof  off.  You  will 
come  to  my  class  prepared  because  I'm 
going  to  ask  you  the  first  question  in 
class  every  day.'" 

Professor  of  management  Richard 
Murphy  went  on  to  become  c^ne  of  his 
biggest  supporters  whose  dedication  to 
seeing  Stratton  through  to  graduation 
went  beyond  the  classroom.  "I  was  mar- 
ried with  a  child  when  I  was  in  my  sec- 
ond year.  Halfway  through  the  year,  the 
baby  needed  surgery.  Since  we  had  no 
insurance,  I  needed  to  drop  out  of  the 
day  division  to  work  full-time.  Professor 
Murphy  called  me  and  offered  to  lend 
me  the  money  for  tuition  so  I  could 
continue  to  go  to  school.  He  was  a  great 
man,"  recalled  Stratton  fondly. 

Other  facult\'  members  of  the  School  of 
Business  continue  to  influence  Stratton's 
leadership  style  which  has  seen  him  build  a 
successful  career  at  Richco  over  28  years. 

"I  attribute  any  of  the  success  I've  had  to 
the  professors  at  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege: Hank  Bazan,  Freddie  Brown,  and,  in 
particular,  my  mentor.  Richard  Murphy." 

The  janitorial  supply  business  has  seen 
great  changes  in  the  past  25  years.  Says  Strat- 
ton, "Buyouts  have  created  conglomerates 
with  big  buying  power  that  have  forced  many 
of  our  competitors  to  fall  by  the  wayside." 
Having  joined  the  company  as  a  salesperson, 
Stratton  has  kept  his  market  share  through  an 
emphasis  on  leadership  skills  he  gained  at 
the  CoOege. 

"In  the  management  program,  we  learned 
about  different  management  styles.  I  chose  to 
be  a  hands-on  leader,  not  an  authoritarian. 
I'm  a  'roll  up  your  sleeves'  kind  of  manager. 
And  that  has  worked  for  me."  ^Vi

College  Celebrates  Receipt  of  Largest-Ever  Single-Donor  Contribution 
with  Tribute  to  Donor  William  H.  Sleith  '44/H'80

On  December  5, 2000  the  College  hosted  a  testimonial  luncheon  to  celebrate  the  life 
and  legacy  of  one  of  its  most  distinguished  students,  trustee  and  inventor  William  H. 
Sleith  '44/H'80.  The  College  recently  received  the  latest  gift  of  the  Sleith  Estate  of 
more  than  $1.9  million.The  grand  total  of  the  contribution  is  $4.3  million,  the  largest- 
ever  gift  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

The  invitation-only  luncheon  included  family  members  and  friends  of  Sleith, 
as  well  as  students  who  have  benefited  from  his  generosity.  A  portion  of  Sleith's 
contribution  funds  Project  Options,  an  innovative  program  designed  to  introduce 
underprivileged  students  to  college. 

Sleith,  who  was  born  in  Phillipsburg,  NJ,  and  raised  in  Chicopee,  MA,  owned  and 
operated  the  former  lona  Manufacturing  Company  in  Manchester,  CT,  from  1947  to 
1 969.  The  company,  named  after  his  wife,  the  late  lona  (McGowan)  Sleith,  held  the 
patent  for  the  world's  first  portable  food  mixer.  It  was  one  of  the  nation's  leading  pro- 
ducers of  small  appliances,  including  blenders,  hair  dryers,  and  shoe  polishers. 

Sleith,  who  became  financially  independent  with  the  sale  of  lona  Manufacturing 
in  1969,  gave  his  support  to  many  local  causes  and  institutions.  He  was  considered  a 
pioneer  in  the  hiring  of  the  mentally  and  physically  challenged.  He  was  named 
Employer  of  the  Year  in  1 966  by  the  National  Association  for  the  Mentally  Retarded. 

Sleith  graduated  in  1 944  from  the  former  Springfield  division  of  Northeastern  Uni- 
versity, now  known  as  Western  New  England  College.  He  was  named  a  corporator  of 
the  College  in  1 958  and  a  trustee  in  1 964. The  College  dedicated  William  H.  Sleith  Hall 
in  1 973.  He  received  an  honorary  degree  in  1 980  and  died  in  1 996  at  the  age  of  86.

Five  prominent  alumni  and  one  of  the 
top  teams  in  school  history  were 
inducted  into  the  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  Downes  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  on  September  16,  2( )()(),  clurmg 
Homecoming  Weekend.  Western  New 
England  College's  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 
is  named  in  honor  of  former  professor 
and  coach  William  (Bill)  Downes  G'83 
who  was  among  the  inaugural  group 
inducted  last  year. 

Heading  the  second  annual  class  was 
Henry  "Hank"  Bazan,  the  father  of 
football  at  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege and  a  former  College  professor. 
Also  sharing  center  stage  were  former 
football  star  Jim  Bedard  '83  of  Glaston- 
bury, CT,  men's  basketball  stanciout 
Rodney  Buder  '71  of  New  Bntam,  CT, 
baseball  pitching  ace  David  Eisenberg 
'86  of  Lee,  MA,  and  women's  basketball 
superstar  Jane  Marjanski  Parenteau  '86 
of  Amherst,  NH. 

Bazan  served  as  coach  of  the  club 
football  team  from  1970  to  1979.  He 
guided  the  Golden  Bears  to  38  victo- 
ries,  which    included   six  winning 


seasons,  and  was  selected  the  National 
Club  Sports  Association  (NCSA) 
Coach-of-the-Year  in  1974.  Bazan  also 
was  instrumental  in  the  fundraising  and 
construction  of  the  football  stancis  and 
press  box  that  still  remain  in  the  center 
of  campus.  Bazan  retired  last  spring  as  a 
professor  of  management  and  business  at 
Western  New  England  College. 

Bedard  bridged  the  gap  between  the 
club  and  varsity  programs.  He  came  to 
the  College  as  a  defensive  end,  but  was 
converted  to  running  back.  He  served  as 
a  team  captain  in  1978  and  ran  for  over 
1,400  yards  in  two  varsity  seasons,  aver- 
aging nearly  five  yards  per  carry,  while 
scoring  ten  touchdowns.  Bedard  was 
named  to  the  1 980  National  Club  Foot- 
ball Association  (NCFA)  All-America 
Team.  A  vice  president  at  Travelers 
Insurance  in  Hartford,  Bedard  is  a  1 979 
graduate  of  Enfield  High  School. 

Butler  is  the  most  prolific  scorer  and 
rebounder  in  school  history,  averaging 
29.3  points  and  19.1  rebounds  during 
his  remarkable  three-year  varsity  basket- 
ball career.  He  is  third  on  the  School's 


all-time  scoring  list  (l,72.S  points)  and  is 
the  only  Golden  Bears  player  to  pull 
down  more  than  1,000  rebounds 
(1,127).  Buder  holds  the  Western  New 
England  College  single-game  record  for 
points  (53)  and  rebounds  (30),  and  is  the 
program's  all-time  leader  in  field-goal 
percentage  (61.9).  He  serves  as  the 
director  of  financial  aid  and  veteran 
affairs  at  Naugatuck  Valley  Community 
College  in  Waterbury,  CT.  Butler  is  a 
1965  graduate  of  George  Washington 
High  School  in  New  York  City. 

Eisenberg  was  among  the  most  dom- 
inant pitchers  ever  at  Western  New 
England  College.  He  finishecl  with  a 
career  record  ot  23-2  with  a  2.07 
earned-run-average  (second  best  in 
school  history).  He  also  ranks  in  the  top 
five  in  strikeouts.  Eisenberg  was  a  threat 
at  the  plate  as  well,  compiling  a  .293 
career  batting  average.  He  owns  the 
school  record  for  runs  in  a  game  with 
six.  A  financial  analyst  for  Crane  and 
Company  in  Dalton,  MA,  Eisenberg  is  a 
1982  graduate  of  Lee  High  School. 

Parenteau  is  the  College's  career 
leader  in  rebounding  with  980  and  is 
second  all-time  in  scoring  with  nearly 
1,689  points.  She  played  a  key  role  as 
the  Golden  Bears  reached  post-season 
playoff  appearances  aU  four  years.  In 
addition,  Parenteau  is  the  only  Western 
New  England  College  women's  basket- 
ball player  to  appear  in  over  100  games. 
She  is  a  senior  energy  analyst  for  the 
Reading,  MA,  Light  Department.  Par- 
enteau is  a  1982  graduate  of  Chicopee 
High  School. 

The  1975  Western  New  England 
College  men's  soccer  team,  coached  by 
Bill  Downes,  finisheci  with  a  15-4-2 
record  and  won  the  New  England 
NAIA  Championship.  The  Golden
